At the saloon was a reservoir 


to furnish hot water for calls in the 
saloon. Kountz filled this with water 
and then screwed 
on the cap over 


the opening in the top. 
The result 


was that when the steam farmed 
there was a terrific explosion. When 
it came Kountz was in the act o 
moving the reservoir. 
He was blown 


through the window and several feet 
into the yard.

kitchen was blown out and all the 
window glass in that part of the 
house shattered. 


Kountz was taken to his home, 113 


Madison street, and is now in 
a 


serious condition,but it is thought he 
will recover.

Their 
latest is, that Andrew Carniege had 
become so enamored of Bryan be- 
cause of his opposition to annexation, 
that he had written the Nebraskan a 
letter pledging him his support for 
president in 1900, and inviting him 
to New York to lay plans for the 
campaign. It is a pretty story, but, 
unhappily, there is another side to 
it. 
Bryan was In Chicago last week 


and, questioned about the letter, said 
that Carnegie had not pledged him 
his support. Carnegie had not in- 
vited him to 2Tew York, and, in 
fact, Carnegie had never written him 
any letter at all. 


Bryan will be the Democratic nomi- 


nee in 1900. Carnegie may or may 
not support him. It is altogether 
unlikely that he will.

A BRICK 


Hurled Through Ben Davis' 


Window Saturday Night. 


Thief Then Stole an Overcoat aad 


a Pair of Trousers 


And Succeeded in Getting Away With- 


out the Police Catching on—The 


Glass Fully Insured. 


The clothing store of Ben Davis, 


on West Second street, was visited by 
thieves Saturday night, this being 
the seconcTtime this season. 


The robbery was a particularly 


daring one. The thief deliberately 
threw a brick through one of the big 
plate-glass windows. He then reached 
his arm in and snatched an overcoat 
valued at 815, a pair of trousers 
valued at $5 and an umbrella valued 
at $3, and skipped out, leaving no 
track behind as to whom he was or 
whither he went.

In the alley, about four

The goods 
taken were those next to the glass in 
the window. 


The robbery was at once reported 


to Marshal Schmitt, and he has since 
been working on the case, but so far 
has not struck a clue. The strange 
part of the robbery is that Jthere are 
two merchant policemen and one reg- 
ular policeman on duty in this im- 
mediate vicinity. Strange to say, 
they heard nothing whatever of the 
rotbery, until told of it next day.

noise caused by a person

The glass was valued at about 880 


and was covered by insurance.

United States has passed the sover- 
eignty of Cuba. 


The term of transfer was simple, 


consisting only 
of an exchange of 


speeches in the salon of the palace, 
the hiiul'.ng down of the Spanish flag 
and the raising in its stead of the flag 
of the United States on the flagstaff on 
the palace 
roof. 
Salutes were fired 


from the heavy guus of the forts and 
the warships before and 
after 
the 


change of flags. 
The raising of the 


stars and stripes was greeted with 
cheers by the people, who covere'd the 
roofs of the buildings around the pal- 
ace and the plaza. 


The parade of the United States 


troops showed the feeling o£ the Cuban 
element of the population. The march 
was from El Vedado along the Achia 
del Norte, the Prado and Central park 
to Cerro and Quemados. About every 
fourth house displayed some decora- 
tion, a palm branch, a bit of red, 
white and blue bunting or a flag. Not 
a dozen flags were to be seen in the 
stately Prado. In the Achia. del Norte 
the troops passed under the skeletons 
of triumphal arches, left unfinished 
when it was decided to postpone the 
demonstration. The roofs, the streets, 
the parks and the waysides in the sub- 
urban districts were, crowded with 
curious but, for the most part, silent 
spectators. Now and again there was 
a cry, "Viva los Americanos!" follow- 
ed by a burst of cheering, but there 


_ \vas no general expression of public 
rejoicing, though Major General Lee, 
who rode at the head of the column 
on a gray charger, received a personal 
ovation along nearly the entire route. 


Major General Brooke, Major Gen- 


eral Ludlow and the other generals 
reviewed the corps, standing on a 
bench in front of the Hotel Inglaterra 
and surrounded by their staffs. 
As 


the column swung into Central park, 
past the lonely-looking statue of the 
queen regent, it made an impressive^ 
appearance. General Lee left the pro- 
cession and joined the reviewing gen- 
erals. At this point there was more 
cheering than elsewhere for the Amer- 
icans, the crowd being immense and 
densely congested. 


Kvcry man in the last company of 


the One Hundred and Sixty-first In- 
diana infantry, as he entered Central 
park, drew from under his uniform a 


•'small Culmi Hag and waved it before 


the assemblage. 
The 
Cubans went 


nearly wild with cheers and excite- 
ment and General 
Lee Immediately 


sent 
Inspector 
General 
Lieutenant 


Colonel Curtis Guild, Jr., to order tho 
Indianians to put 
away the flags, 


which they did. H is reported that 
the entire company is under arrest. 


The United States military commis- 


sioners wired President McKinley at 
12:30 
that the governor general of 


Cuba had formally surrendered to the 
commission the government of Cuba, 
and that the American flag had been 
hoisted. Tn reply Gonenil Wade, pres- 
ident of the commission, received the 
following from President McKinley: 
"I congratulate tho commission upon 
tho successful termination of its mis- 
sion and the peaceful 
occupation of 


Cuba by tho United States."

Tells the Story of His Ex- 


periences in the Army. 


Went from Portsmouth to Tennessee 


and from There to Tampa, Fla., 


Where He Enlisted. 


Tilden Hughes, now a private in 


the Sixth United States regulars, ar- 


ved i« tue cifcv Saturdav for a short 


"isitwitU friends and relatives here. 


He in5 been in the hospital in Cin- 


cinnati a few days, being in bad con- 
ditioa physically. 
He is 
partially 


naralyzed and is compelled to walk 
Ltb tlie aid of crutches. It is prob- 
able that in time he will recover the 
use of liis limbs 


A Times reporter held an interest- 


jDcr conversation with Hughes 
in 


reference to his hurried departure 
from Portsmouth last spring. 
He 


said among other things: 
„" "fflien I left here I went first to 
Corona, Tenn. From there I went 
to Tampa, Florida, and then to Key- 
west. I went back to Tapma in the 
latter part of April and then joined: 
tbe Sixth Cavalry (regulars) on the 
day of its arrival, which was May 
I3tu. I took the oath of allegiance 
jla/Hth, being assured of going to 


Cuba. 


''We left Port Tampa on June 9th, 


and landed at Baguirri, Cuba on June 
23d, every vessel composing Sampson 
and Scliley's a fleet being at the time 
engaged in shelling the enemy. 


^'ifeiog dismounted, we marched to 


within sight of Santiago by June 
30bu, marching all the night of June 
30th and getting under lire shortly 
after daylight cf July 1st. We never 
discharged a shot, except from our 
cannon, until 11 a. m., whenwemade 
tlie memorable charge. I was brigaded 
with the Ninth Cavalry,a Negro regi- 
ment, Ninth Cavalry, that had made 
a reputation in Dakota. 
I was also 


in same division with the Tenth 
cavalry, another Negro 
regiment. 


Tliese two regiments distinguished 
tticmsclrcs and were called the finest 
soldiers that the world produced by 
tlie German military attache. 


"1 made my reputation for bravery, 


for which congress will "award me a 
gold medal, and thanks ^by leading 
tue charge of the Sixth Cavalry regi- 
ment, anrl being the first man to' 
cross the Spanish trenches. 
After 


doing this, Major Wessell,' of the 
Third Cavalry, being wounded, was 
assisted to the rear ty myself, and it 
is on his recommendation that I will 
receive the honors that will be be- 
stowed on me. 


"1 know that Miss Helen Gould 


was an angel and can endorse any 
action congress may take with refer- 
ence to voting her thanks and a gold 
medal, as she is the finest woman "I 
ever knew. 


"I was taken sick ^iu Cuba shortly 


after the battle and was delirious 
for many days. I was sent back to 
tliestat.es, finally reaching New York 
August 12th, "on 
the 
transport 


steamer Gate City, and was taken 
immediately to the general hospital, 
where 1 remained until August 17th. 
Then I went tc Corona, Tenn., and 
thence to Fort Thomas and remained 
there until December 24th, when I 
got, a pass for ten days. 


'•1 am suffering a stroke of paraly- 


sis, caused by my suffering in 
the 


hospital during tho present month. 
I was confined to my bed so long I 
lost all use of myself. 


"I am awaiting my discharge," ex- 


pecting it about the 9th or 10th of 
January, and expect to return to 
Portsmouth. I 
may be made an 


ollicer and retired in'return for ser- 
vices for Uncle Sam." 


"We liad a hard time in Cuba. 


Gen. Wheeler did all he could to get 
us to Porto Rico, after we were 
through with our work in Cuba. 
General Wheeler was not in charge of 
tlie regulars July 1st, but Gen. Sum- 
mers was ID charge, Wheeler being 
sick, naving fever. Gen. Wheeler's 
daughter was with us and was a prime 
favorite with the boys, who learned 
to like her."

«n tlie C. & O. this afternoon, his 
furlough having expired.

the evangelist, 


preached at the Christian cliurcti 
Sunday night on the subject, "A 
Eevelation from God." 
His texts 


were Job 23:3—"Oh, that I knew 
where I might find, that I might ap- 
proach even unto his seat," and Job 
31:35—"Oh that one would hear me! 
Behold my desire is that the Al- 
mighty would answer me and that 
mine adversary had written a took." 


He said: "One of the strongest 


arguments for the existence of God 
is the fact that man has an unmis- 
takable desire for such a being. This 
desire finds expression in jnany ways. 
Man everywhere worships something, 
either nature in its various forms 
or idols, or heroes or the true God. 
The texts we have taken are long- 
ings for knowledge of God come down 
to us from far patriarchal times when 
revelation from God was very meagre. 
An intelligent God, with thinking 
creatures, would naturally speak to 
them. 4 The revelation for which 
man longs is here —die word of God. 
How should man treat it? 


"First, he should be attentive. 


When God speak's man should listen. 
What God has caused to be written, 
man should read and study. 
He 


should treat it with candor. Caudor 
is a desire to know the truth, a will- 
ingness to accept it when found and 
a willingness to let it order the life. 
Anything short of this is dishouesty 
with self and with God, and is un- 
worthy of man. This revelation from 
God deals with the greatest question 
that puzzle mankind. First, whence 
came I? There are many theories 
that belittle man, but the Bible says 
'God made man in bis own image 
after his likeness.' Second, what am 
I? 
Man has found numerous defini- 


tions, but the Bible says he is '« 
living soul. Third, whither am 
going? Christ says, 'I go to prepare 
a place for you.1 The purpose of the 
Bible is jusb as broad as humanity 
'In thee and thy seed shall all na 
tonsbeblesse.fi.' 
'Go and teach all 


nations.' In the Bible there is from 
first to last the develop"ment of 
great plan. Like the rope of the 
British navy, with a scarlet threat 
running through it from end to end 
the Bible has the scarlet thread ot 
the blood of Christ. All the old 
testament points to Him. All the 
new looks back to Him. 


"The Bible has accomplished won- 


derful things. When Darwin saw the 
inhabitants of Terra del Fuego upon 
their cliffs, 
swinging their 
arms 


wildly and looking like spirits ol 
another world, be said they were the 
lowest in the eyes of any men on the 
face of the earth, utterly below the 
reach of civilization. Thomas Bridges 
was sent to them as a missionary, and 
after observing a few years of work 
among tiieia, Darwin wrote, 'The 
success of tfie Terra del Fuego mis- 
sion is most wonderful and charms 
me, as I prophesied failure. It is a 
grand success. I shall feel proud if 
your committee sees fit to elect me an 
honorary member of your society.' 
Ever alter he contributed S25 per 
yevar to this work, till the day of his 
death. 


"A German philosopher once said, 


Oh, for a great thought wherewith 
to gird myself and die!' I 
would 


change that to, 'Oh, for a great 
thought wherewith to gird myself 
and live!' Here in this bible is * the 
source of the greatest thought, God- 
given and uplifting to man's life."
